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ORGANIZATIONS 

North  Central  is  particularly  fortunate  in  possessing  a  number  of  very  fine 
organizations.  Some  are  local  while  others  are  national.  North  Central  has 
an  Iota  Chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta  and  also  a  chapter  of  Pi  Gamma  Mu.  Both 
are  national  and  entrance  is  granted  only  in  accordance  with  certain,  stringent 
rules.  The  Pi  Kappa  Delta  is  a  Forensic  fraternity  while  Pi  Gamma  Mu  is  a 
fraternity  of  Social  Science. 

The  Home  Economics  club  is  an  organization  for  those  majoring  in  this  par- 
ticular field.  Regular  meetings  are  held  in  order  to  consider  modern  and  cur- 
rent tendencies  in  the  development  of  the  science  of  home  making.  Frequent 
parties,  formal  dinners,  and  informal  get-togethers  are  held. 

The  Golden  Triangle  Players  are  a  number  of  talented  actors  who  have 
organized  for  the  sake  of  self  expression  through  production  of  modern  and 
classical  plays.  About  an  average  of  three  good  productions  are  presented  each 
school  year. 

The  Classical  Club  is  an  organization  of  students  interested  in  classical 
languages — Greek  and  Latin.  At  the  end  of  the  school  year  a  classical  banquet 
is  held  at  which  all  members  must  forget  the  modern  day  for  a  few  moments 
and  must  relive  the  experiences  of  those  they  admire  from  classical  literature. 
All  costumes  must  harmonize  with  the  occasion  as  well  as  table  manners  and 
conversation. 

The  History  Club  bears  out  the  name  which  has  been  given  to  it.  All  stu- 
dents majoring  in  History  are  eligible  for  membership.  Very  interesting  dis- 
cussions and  papers  are  presented  from  time  to  time. 

The  Seager  Association  and  the  Student  Volunteers  are  organizations  in- 
terested in  the  propagation  of  religious  ideals.  The  former  is  an  organization 
of  prospective  ministers  while  the  latter  is  for  those  who  are  planning  to  become 
missionaries  or  who  are  particularly  interested  in  missions. 

Debate  is  a  major  activity  among  those  who  are  of  an  argumentative  tempera- 
ment. Teams  representing  North  Central  meet  all  classes  of  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  past  year  was  the  debate 
between  North  Central  and  a  traveling  team  from  Germany.  This  feature  was 
of  unestimable  value  in  that  it  gave  the  whole  student  body  an  opportunity  to 
become  acquainted  with  world-wide  problems. 

In  general,  North  Central  goes  upon  the  theory  that  membership  in  the 
various  organizations  is  extremely  valuable.  Those  who  are  strong  in  one  line 
may  express  themselves  and  in  addition  receive  a  certain  amount  of  develop- 
ment. Organizations  lead  to  a  well  developed  and  a  well  rounded  education 
when  they  serve  as  a  supplement  to  the  regular  curriculum. 
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THE  STUDENT  COUNCIL 

It  is  quite  generally  agreed  upon  that  the  purpose  of  a  college  education  is  to 
further  prepare  men  and  women  for  life.  Although  the  academic  training  re- 
ceived is  of  primary  importance,  it  is  by  no  means  everything.  Athletics,  social 
life,  dramatics,  chapel  exercises — all  have  their  values.  Twelve  years  ago,  the 
student  generation  of  that  day  established  that  which  further  helps  in  the  de- 
velopment of  a  good  citizenry,  viz.,  student  self-government. 

In  the  nation  at  large  there  is  a  great  dearth  of  conscientious  voters.  By 
stressing  student  government  and  emphasizing  the  importance  of  exercising  the 
franchise,  it  is  possible  to  stimulate  at  least  a  certaing  degree  of  civic  interest 
which  should  carry  over  into  the  future.  Besides  affording  excellent  training  in 
the  above  mentioned  way,  this  organization  of  the  entire  student  body  carries 
an  important  role  in  assisting  the  faculty  in  regulating  campus  life. 

Thus  we  have  the  purpose  of  our  student  self-government  as  follows:  (  1  ) 
to  provide  means  of  expression  for  student  opinion  on  subjects  pertaining  to  the 
College,  (2)  to  enable  students  themselves  to  regulate  all  matters  not  strictly 
academic  and  (3)  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  student  body  conduct. 

The  Student  Council  is  composed  of  the  student  body  president,  two  repre- 
sentatives from  each  of  the  college  classes,  one  representative  from  each  of  the 
major  student  organizations  and  a  faculty  advisor.  The  Council  has  regular 
semi-monthly  meetings  at  which  necessary  business  is  transacted  and  pertinent 
questions  concerning  campus  activities  or  problems  are  duly  considered. 

The  Council  supervises  the  preparations  for  all-college  functions  such  as 
Homecoming  and  College  Day  celebrations.  All  elections  in  the  college  are 
also  conducted  under  the  guidance  of  the  Council.

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THE  COLLEGE  Y.  W.  C.  A. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  is  an  organization  which  is  com 
posed  of  more  than  a  hundred  girls  on  the  campus.    Membership  is  open  to 
every  girl  and  all  are  invited  to  participate  in  whatever  activity  they  may  be 
interested.   The  work  is  guided  by  a  cabinet  composed  of  sixteen  girls,  each  the 
head  of  a  certain  committee. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  is  one  of  the  oldest  organiza- 
tions on  the  campus.  Its  aim  is  the  Christian  development  of  young  women. 
Every  girl  is  given  an  opportunity  for  religious  expression  in  the  various  re- 
ligious meetings  sponsored  by  the  Association.  The  Sunday  Vesper  meetings 
provide  much  inspiration  through  the  addresses  of  influential  speakers  in  the 
realm  of  religious  thought.  On  alternating  Tuesday  evenings,  in  the  parlors 
of  Kaufman  Hall,  Fellowship  services  are  held  which  stimulate  worship  and  an 
appreciation  of  the  finer  things  in  life. 

The  Association  aids  the  freshmen  girls  in  orienting  themselves  on  the  cam- 
pus. Every  freshman  girl  is  assigned  to  an  upper  classman  who  advises  her 
and  aids  her  in  her  adjustment  to  campus  life.  She  is  introduced  to  college  life 
at  a  freshman  party  which  is  given  the  first  week  of  school.  Several  weeks  later 
the  college  campus  is  introduced  to  her  at  the  Term  Social,  at  which  the  Fresh- 
man class  is  received  and  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  campus. 

The  Association  of  our  campus  is  a  member  of  the  state  organization  and  co- 
operates with  that  organization  in  various  movements.  One  of  the  most  in- 
teresting conferences  brought  to  the  campus  was  the  Christian  World  Educa- 
tion Conference,  This  conference  was  in  session  on  the  campus  for  two  days, 
during  which  time  we  heard  many  influential  speakers,  who  were  well  ac- 
quainted with  various  phases  of  internationalism.  They  broadened  our  outlook 
concerning  many  international  problems. 

The  new  officers  and  cabinet  are  installed  each  spring.  A  retreat  is  held  at 
which  the  problems  and  aims  of  the  work  are  discussed  and  analyzed.  With 
the  guidance  of  the  Student  Secretaries  and  faculty  advisors  the  program  for 
the  following  year  is  drawn  up  by  the  cabinet  and  the  aims  of  each  phase  of 
work  clearly  defined. 

The  development  of  a  girl's  special  ability  or  talent  is  one  of  the  main 
features  of  the  association  program.  It  strives  to  keep  ever  in  mind  the  natural 
growth  of  a  Christian.

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THE  COLLEGE  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  North  Central  College  was 
chartered  in  1873.  It  is  the  second  oldest  organization  in  the  State  and  occupies 
a  position  of  leadership  in  all  college  "Y"  activities  throughout  the  state.  Since 
its  organization,  the  "Y"  has  always  endeavored  to  sponsor  programs  by  the 
students  and  for  the  students.  In  this  way  leadership  has  been  discovered 
which  has  exerted  an  influence  throughout  all  the  student  organizations  of  the 
college.  Membership  includes  almost  all  the  men  of  both  the  Seminary  and 
the  College. 

Looking  over  its  history  we  find  that  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  occupied  a  place 
of  indispensible  leadership  both  in  spiritual  and  social  activities.  An  ever- 
changing  demand  has  necessitated  an  everchanging  program  and  the  "Y"  has 
always  been  in  a  position  to  meet  these  demands. 

The  motto  around  which  the  program  was  built  this  year  was  "To  help  every 
student  find  himself."  With  this  aim  in  mind  a  crew  of  twelve  men  composing 
the  Cabinet  has  guided  the  program.  This  program  has  demonstrated  the 
validity  of  the  organization. 

Foremost,  of  course,  are  the  spiritual  services  which  are  rendered  to  the 
students.  This  part  of  the  program  is  divided  into  various  types  of  meetings 
and  is  under  the  direction  of  a  joint  committee  chairman.  Fellowship  meetings 
are  held  whenever  a  need  is  felt  for  them.  Campus  night  programs  are  planned 
with  the  informational  and  cultural  element  foremost.  Vesper  services  have  as 
their  primary  motive  the  religious  and  worshipful  emphasis.  In  addition  to 
these  special  meetings,  the  chapel  services  every  other  Monday  come  under 
this  committee's  supervision.  Thus  it  can  clearly  be  seen  that  each  student  may 
be  satisfied  spiritually  no  matter  what  his  interests  may  be. 

Of  equal  importance  are  some  of  the  other  services — reaching  every  man  in 
a  'different  way.  The  employment  department  secures  work  for  a  large  num- 
ber of  men  throughout  the  year.  There  are  three  rooms  furnished  and  main- 
tained by  the  "Y" — the  Cabinet  Room,  the  Reading  Room,  and  the  Albright 
Room, 

Special  events  are  sponsored  each  year  such  as  the  Stag  Social  and  the 
Seminary  Reception. 

The  "Y"  feels  proud  that  it  has  been  able  to  qualify  in  such  a  large  field  of 
service  and  appreciates  the  confidence  which  has  been  placed  in  it.  The  aim 
in  the  future  will  be  to  continue  to  grow  with  the  students  of  North  Central 
and  continue  to  be  of  ever-increasing  service.

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TRACK  REVIEW 

All  who  have  had  any  part  in  the  success  of  this  year's  edition  of  track  and 
field  athletics  at  North  Central  College  have  every  reason  to  feel  justly  proud. 
I  believe  that  the  1930  track  team  was  one  of  the  greatest  that  North  Central 
College  has  ever  had.  It  was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  best  balanced  teams  to 
represent  any  of  the  colleges  in  this  section  of  the  country. 

We  have  space  here  for  just  a  brief  resume  of  the  high  points  of  the  season. 
DeKalb  Teachers  and  Elmhurst  College  were  defeated  by  an  overwhelming 
score,  Beloit  College  and  Lake  Forest  College  were  bested  for  the  third  succes- 
sive year,  Loyola  University  and  Wheaton  College  were  given  a  sound  trounc- 
ing, and  Carroll  College  of  Wisconsin  was  for  the  second  year  given  its  first 
and  only  beating  in  dual  competition. 
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In  addition  to  this  unblemished  record  in  triangular  and  dual  meet  competi- 
tion North  Central  placed  second  among  the  twenty  odd  schools  entered  in  the 
Armour  Tech  Invitational  Meet  on  Stagg  Field.  May  3,  1930.  The  first  five 
schools  in  this  meet  were  as  follows:  University  of  Chicago,  North  Central. 
Loyola  University,  Lake  Forest,  and  Milwaukee  Teachers.  In  the  final  com- 
petition of  the  year,  the  I.  I.  A.  C.  meet,  five  places  were  earned  for  a  total  of 
seven  points.  We  were  disappointed  not  to  be  able  to  bring  home  a  trophy  for 
one  of  the  first  four  places,  but  it  seems  we  need  still  a  little  more  improvement 
in  individual  performance. 

Captain  Everett  Shaffer  completed  his  college  competition  by  adding  a  third 
year  of  unbeaten  effort  in  dual  and  triangular  meets.  100  and  220  yard  dash 
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events.  Lloyd  Hinders  was  the  high  scorer  of  the  year  and  estabhshed  new 
North  Central  records  in  the  16-lb.  shot  put,  discus  throw,  and  pole  vault. 
Victor  Baumgartner  was  a  consistent  scorer  in  his  best  events,  the  440  yard  run 
and  220  yard  low  hurdles;  he  established  a  new  North  Central  record  in  the 
former  event. 

Victor  Baumgartner  was  the  unanimous  choice  of  this  year's  track  and  field 
letter  men  as  next  year's  captain.  I  wish  to  congratulate  him  for  his  well  de- 
served honor,  and  it  is  my  wish  that  he  shall  have  the  opportunity  of  captaining 
a  still  greater  team  than  the  one  which  established  such  an  enviable  record  in  its 
competition  for  North  Central  College  during  the  1930  season.
